LANCASHIRE AND England 
pice bowler Peter Martin could 
miss the rest of the Test series 
agains. West Indies. 

Martin collapsed in agony while 
fielding early in Lancashire's 
Sunday League game against 
Northaniptonshire at Old Trafford. 

Ironically, he was only able to 
_ play because England was beaten 
so quickly in the third Test which 
ended on Saturday in a humiliat- 
ing innings and 64 runs defeat. 

“He has torn the ligaments on 
the outside of his ankle,” said 
Lancashire physio Lawrie Brown. 
“ft is very sore and very swollen. 
He may be out for about four 
weeks — it may be longer than 
that.” 

Martin will definitely miss the 
fowth Test at Old Trafford, which 
starts on July 27, and will not have 
much time to prove his fitness 
before the last two Tests in August. 

England has several players 
rated as doubtful for the fourth 
Test, including finger injury vic- 
tims, wicketkeeper Alec Stewart 
and Jason’ Gallian, Martin's

But England’s shattered spirit 
could tuke even longer to repair 
than the physical dumuge afflict- 
ing its players. Whether they are 
right or wrong, the only hope is 
for captain Mike Atherton and his 
men is to convince themselves 
that the Edgbaston pitch was 
wholly to blame for their hammer- 
ing on Saturday, 

Opinions are split, even among 
those who have played cricket at 
the highest level. 

Ex-England apencr Graeme 
Fowler, writing in the Sunday 
Telegraph, had nothing but sym- 
pathy for his country’s plight. 
“There is only one winner -- the 
bowler -- with the balsman, the 
crowd and the game itself, losers, 
It reduces the whole thing to a lot- 
tery,” he claimed, 

But former Australian captain 
Richie Benaud, saw it very 
differently. 

“England's batsmen, with the 
exception of Robin Sinith, were 
pathetic in both innings,” he 

commented in his News of the 
World column. 

On Saturday, Atherton said: 
“The players tried hard and gave 
their best. The fault for the game 
finishing in this brief period is in 
the hands of the Edgbaston club 
for producing such a pitch. 

“This pitch was quite unsuitable 
for playing a Test against West 
Indies fast bowlers.

Managers don’t always agree with fans’ 
choices in all-star balloting 


MAJOR LEAGUE managers dis- 
agreed with nine of the fans’ 16 
picks to start in tonight's All-Star 
game in Arlington, Texas, accord- 
ing to an AP poll. 

In the American League, Mark 
McGwire would replace Frank 
Thomas at first base, Roberto 
Alomar would bump Carlos 
Baerga at second, Jim Thome 
would bounce Wade Boggs at 
third, and Kenny Lofton and 
Manny Ramirez would start in the 
outfield instead of Ken Griffey Jr. 
and Kirby Puckelt. 

Only the Orioles* Cal Ripken, Jr. 
at shortstop, Albert Belle of 
Cleveland in the outfield and catch- 
er Ivan Rodriguez of Texas were 
chosen by both fans and managers. 

Griffey, who finished first in the 
fan voting, has been sidelined 
since May 26 and will be replaced 
in the starting lineup by Lofton,

Managers picked Greg Maddux 
to be the starting pitcher for the 
NL and Kevin Appier for the AL. 
Maddux has a slight groin pull and 
won't pitch in the All-Star game. 

Only three players garnered the 
maximum number of votes: 
Maddux, Lofton and Biggio. 

Managers, who were not 
allowed to vote for players on 
their own team, were surveyed 
over the past two weeks by the 
AP. Four chose not to vote: Tony 
La Russa of Oakland, Lou Piniella 
of Seattle and Johnny Oates of 
Texas in the AL, and Tommy 
Lasorda of Los Angeles in the NL. 

“The All-Star game is the fans’ 
game. They pick who goes and they 
Should enjoy it,” Oates said. “For 
me fo name somebody else, why 
that’s just second-guessing and it's 
animosity. Heck, | know what it 
feels like to be second-guessed.” 

Among the Starters elected by the 
fans, Dyksira and Smith didn’t get 
a single vote from the managers, 
Boggs got only one and Thomas 
and Puckelt got only two each. 

Sanders finished 12th in fan vot- 
ing. Mondesi was ninth, DiSarcina 
was eighth, McGwire seventh and 
Grace.sixth.

“He owns the Centre Court now. 
Tused to own it a few years back, 
but it belongs to him now,” Becker - 
sald of the 23-year-old Sampras, * 
whose sixth Grand Slam title 
helped him move closer to recap- 
turing the No. 1 ranking he yielded 

earlier this year to Andre Agassi. . 

“He hits those bombs and you 

just hope for rain,” 
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Sampras never lost his service 
and faced only two break points 
the entire match as the scorching, 
95 degrce F heat inflated the new, 
soft balls and negated the inten- 
tion of slowing down the game. 

Becker, who won the first of his 
three titles at 17 a clecade ago and 
finished as runner-up for the 
fourth time, struck 16 aces of his 
own, But those were offset by 15 
double-faulis .that cost him the 
third and fourth sets. 

No sooner did Sampras win his 
third straight, earning $584,000 in 
the process, than the talk began of 
him matching Borg’s five in a row. 

“He's young, he’s fresh,” 
‘Becker said, “and very few people 
have played like he did against me 
today in a final.” 

Very few people have ever mas- 
tered Wimbledon’s lawns like 
Sampras, whose serving prowess 
distinguishes him from such other 
Open-era muttiple champions as 
Borg, three-time winner John 
McEnroe, two-time winner Stefan 
Edberg and two-time winner 
Jimmy Connors. 


“He's proven beyond a shadow ofa . 


doubt that he’s the best exponent of 
grass tennis,” his former coach's twin 
brother Ton Guilikson said, “He has 
the ‘best running and passing shots. 
He's flexible and elastic, He has the 
physical condilloning to cope with 
grass, Mentally, he has shown a lot of 
strength, especially versus Goran 
(Ivanisevic) when he faced 38 aces.”

Sampras, so serious and emotion- 
less until then, waved his arms to 
rouse a crowd that had been yawn- 
ing amid the repetitive shart points 
by a pair of serve-and-volley play- 
ers, The fans responded with a roar, 
and two points later the pumped-up 
Sampras capped a rapid exchange 
by hitting a half-volley off of 
Becker's overhead, then watched 
Becker net a backhand for the first 
break of the match. 

Sampras surged to a 4-1 lead with 
another break and closed out the set 
with his eighth ace on set point, 

The only break Sampras needed 
in the third set came in the third 
game, the longest of the match. 
After six deuces and four break- 
points, Sampras ripped a back- 
hand return that Becker lunged for 
with a volley and hit into the net. 
Sampras bent into a crouch and 
pumped his fist excitedly as he 
went through a streak of four per- 
fect service games and ended the 
set with his 15th and 16th aces. 

Even as a loser, Becker received 
the louder ovation at the end as he 
ran a lap around Centre Court to 
show off his smaller trophy.

AS STEFFI Graf clutched the cher- 
ished silver winner's plate Saturday 
for the sixth time at Wimbledon, 
Arantxa Sanchez Vicario yanked it 
uway, stealing it a moment, wishing 
she could take it home.
